As a result of representations received from the trade that the dealers of 
Liquid paraffin are experiencing difficulties in procuring their requirements from 
the indigenous manufacturers , the position has been reviewed and it has been 
decided to allow the import of Liquid paraffin to the Established Importers at a 
quot & of 10 per cent.
